Georgia. 

SAVANNAH,  May  10. 

Yefterday  evening  we  had  the  pleafure 
to  fee  a  French  privateer  anchor  in  our 
harbour.  She  is  a  prize  to  the  United 
States  armed  Brig  Eagle,  commanded  by 
captain  George  H.  Campbell,  and  was 
captured  on  the  5th  ult.  near  the  ifland 
of  Antigua,  after  a  five  hours  chace.  She 
was  fitted  out  at  Guadaloupe,  and  is  call- 
ed the  Bon  Here,  mounted  four  6  pound- 
ers, (two  of  which  were  thrown  overboard 
during  the  chace)  and  had  55  men.  She 
had  been  only  a  few  days  at  lea  and  had 
not  captured  any  thing  when  capt  Camp- 
bell met  with  with  her  ;  no  refiftance  was 
attempted  by  her  crew.  On  approaching 
the  city,  the  privateer  fainted,  and  was 
anlwered  by  the  Revenue  Cutter,  and 
three  or  four  armed  (hips  lying  at  Five 
Fathom  Hole. 

We  learn  that  capt-  Campbell  recap- 
tured an  Englifti  Hoop,  foon  after  he  left 
our  coaft  ;  and  that  fince  his  arrival  in 
the  Weft-Indies  he  ran  alliore  a  French 
privateer,  which  immediately  went  to 
pieces.  The  prize  left  him  at  St.  Kitt's 
the  iyth  ultimo. 

The,  trial  of  the  prin  will  take  place 
ihortly. 

Bridgetown,  ( Rarbadoes )  April  9. 
The  frigate  United  States  came  into 
Carlille  Bay,  yefterday  evening.  Since 
our  laft  accounts  of  this  vefTel  flie  has  cap- 
tured a  French  privateer,  and  recaptured 
an  American  velfel,  and  an  Englifh  fchr. 
of  16  guns,  fnppofed  to  be  worth  about 
20,oool.  fterling.  Whatever  good  for- 
tune attends  commodore  Barry  will  but 
increafe  the  public  efteem  which  he  al- 
ready polTeftes,  as  to  fee  merit  rewarded 
is  the  generous  wilh  of  every  Britilh  bo- 
fom.

on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  April,  one  thoufand  eight  hundred) 
by  a  legiflative  a<5t,  engage  to  pay  into  the  treafury  of  the 
United  States,  within  five  years  after  pafiing  fuch  legiflative 
acT:,  or  to  expend  within  the  time  laft  mentioned,  in  ere&iog, 
enlarging  or  completing  any  fortifications  for  the  defence  of  the 
United  States,  at  fuch  place  or  places,  the  jurifdi£tion  whereof 
having  been,  previoufty  to  fuch  expenditure,  ceded  by  fuch  ftate 
to  the  United  States,  with  reservation  that  procefs  civil  and 
criminal  iiTuing  under  authority  of  fuch  (late,  may  be  ferved  and 
executed  therein,  and  according  to  fuch  plan  or  plans  as  fhall  be 
approved  by  the  Prefident  of  the  United  States,  a  fum  in  mo- 
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ney,  or  in  (lock  of  the  United  States,  equal  to  the  balance  re- 
ported as  aforefaid,  againft  fuch  ftate,  or  to  the  fum  affumed  by 
the  United  States  in  the  debt  of  inch  ftate,  fuch  payment  or  ex- 
penditure, when  fo  ni^de,  fhall  be  accepted  by  the  United  States, 
as  a  full  difcharge  of  all  demands  on  account  of  faid  balance; 
and  the  President  of  the  United  States  ihall  be,  and  hereby  is

CHAPTER  CX. 
An  ACT  for  the  relief  of  Thomas  Lewis. 

BE  it  enabled  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of
